| d player to “shake em up,“ and was 
cut short by a startling rap of a book - bound 
card on the table announcing the disagreea- 
ble fact that some one of the players had five 
buttons in a row. A polite young negroia- 
vited the reporter to the table and anew game 
was begun. Some ofthe players took three 
and four cards and others one or two. 
The numbers of tbe cards taken were 
called out and pegged,“ or registered at the 
railing, and the ball opened. The urn rat- 
tled, and the aller“ drawled out the num- 
bers as the buttons dropped about the room, 
in which twenty men were playing. The 
game was a cheap one, but the majority of 
the players could not afford to gamble away 
the few dollars they did. The two long tables 
were ranged along the room, and at these the 
players were seated. Disgusted with their 
peor luck, a few sat back in their chairs to 
rest over one or two games before again 
starting out. All present were working men, 
dressed in their best, and that not much. One 
half the players were composed of employes 
of the planing mills and chair factories north 
of Cass avenue, and tbe other half were but 
little better. Half a dozen young fellows not 
more than seventeen or eighteen years, pav- 
ing a broad way to destruction, sat intently 
listening to the numbers called, studying the 
cards. They were not of that abandoned 
type of young roughs, but evidentlv boys who 
had a good home, where fond mothers await- 
ed their return. The players gambled des- 
perately for the small stakes, and as each un- 


welcome rap sounded from _ different 
points of the room, some poor 
feiow who had ‘‘blowed in'“ his 


last cent stood up and looked sorrowful 
back as he buttoned up his coat and left the 
place. Luck was steadily against some, and 
aus their money dwindled down they bought 
but ope card and staked their chances on that. 
Like the others that went they followed one 
another out, cursing their luck and every- 
thing that attracted their attention. ‘The 
game continued, each time the house 
taking a heavy percentage of the pot.“ until 


nearly all left the tables and 
the money they had brought in. 
Among them was the reporter, who 


bought card after card, but with the same 
success as those sitting next. 

One by one the players lost their last nickel 
and rose from the tables despondent almost to 
suicide. Prom the calling of the first ball to 
last the air was permeated with profanity 
thick enough to cut. Some cursed with de- 
licht at their success, others at their poor 
juck, and most of them swore on the 
slightest provocation. The boys gambled 
with allthe intentmess and eagerness of a 
professional sportsman, and while the money 
inthe pots changed about from one to 


another it became steadily less 
by the beavy percentage tak- 
en by the bouse. At the 


conclusion_of the game fourof the half dozen 
young fellows that remained to the end arose 
with less money than they started with and 
the others were in little better financial con- 
dition. The all-absorbing percentage for ex- 
penses had eaten up the money in the room 
and the successful plavers were very nearly 
as badly off as those that lost their mone, ia 
short order and had left two hours before. 
As the crowd leftthey were ushered out by 
the white man that stood in the door, and the 
new yearat 208 opened very profitably—for 
the bouse. 


Furber & Cook’s, 

At the southeast corner of Fifth street 
and Christy avenue, diagonally across from 
the Union Market, stands a saloon which 
figures upon the list ofthe old and weil- 
established lunch routes. It isa queer, 
ricketty two-storied building of the pattern 
of thirty-five years ago, long, narrow apart- 
ments, low ceilings, antique window case- 


ments and shanty doorways. Here is dispens- 
ed on the ground floor whisky of the ter cent 
brand, lager in regulation glasses and hot 
lupch morning and night. The trade of this 
house is drawn largely from the toilers at the 
market, and in years past a thriving business 
was done here; but formidable competition 
set in on every side, andthe most tempting 
bait on the lunch-table failed to draw the 
custom of yore. Phil. Krieger, Sr., of Broad- 
way Bank notoriety, opened up an establ'sh- 
ment of metropolitan character on the north 
corner, over the counters of which passed 
a copious flow of market labor earnings. 
Salcons witb lunch attachment sprang up all 
around the blocks and the old house on the 
corner declined inthe market value of saloon 
property. Ultimately it passed into the 
nands of Furber & Cook, who resolved to re- 
vive its fortunes by the establishment of keno 
rooms up stairs. This Was a popular stroke. 
Nothing of the kind existed in the immediate 
neighborhood, while the demand was ppar- 
ent to any man with an eye to keno bus- 
iness. The rooms on the secood 
floor were fitted up with the 
necessary tables and paraphernalia for the 
fascinating gameofbazaid. The word was 


nat all hours of the day and night to stake 
their earnings at the tables of Messrs. Furber 
& Cook. Keno flourisbed on the corner at the 
costofthe men and lads whose daily life 
centers around the market. The means for 
gratifying a possion for gambling placed 
with a free lunch to their mouths, 
all the money that can be scraped together by 
the mest men, the fish men, the fruit men, 
the vegetable hucksters and the market gar- 
deners find, an easy and swift outlet by the 
keno channel of Furber & Cook. It is sucha 
convenient place; no thought of interference 
from any quarter. Entering the saleon by 
the Christy avenue door, the keao-room is ap- 
preached by a. narrow staircase 
running np the side. The cus- 
tomary rap is given on the outer door, the 
slide in the panel moves rapidly aside and an 
optical inventory is taken of the party who 
knocks by a colored guardian of the secret 
Chamber. He knows the regular frequenters 
of the place, and to them the door is prompt- 
lyopened. Not so with astranger. Some 
gente questions are put, andif the darkey 
§ satistied beyond a doubt that the appiicant 
for admission is neither a fly cop 
nor a detective nor a reporter be is 
ously permitted to enter and scatter the 
contents of his pocket over the tables of the 
house. An unfamiliar face is always re- 
garded with suspicion by tbose in charge of 
the game and likewise by the frequenters of 
Ifthe stranger develops ignor- 
‘ance of the game he will find a host of kindly 
advisors at his elbow. If he shows that he is 
an expert be is treated with cold silence all 
around and regarded somewhat as an intru- 
der especially if fortune favors.

The propri- 
etors have been fined very heavily of late and 
they are unable to stand much of it. 


O. Perritt’s. 

A visit was paid to C. Perritt’s establish- 
ment, up stairs Ne. 107 N. Fifth street, and a 
Post-DIspraTCH reporter found a little inno- 
cent game of faro in full blast there. To 
reach these rooms the visitor must climba 
high flight of stairs. At the top his further 
progress is impeded by a _ heavy 
door, the upper part of which 


is of glass, with two eye holes in it through 
which the bouncer takes an inventory of all 
the applicants for admission before opening 
the door. Tbe interval between the ringing 
of the door-beil and the opening of the door 
is the most trying ordeal through which the 
applicant for admission has to pass. A negro 
about six feet bighand weighing about 240 
pounds answered the ring and stares the 
ringer in such a manner as to frighten 
a personof anervoustempsrament. After 
satisfving himself that a raid is not intended, 
the door is thrown open and the musical voice 
of the bouncer calis out: ‘*This way, geatle- 
men—this way: now turn to the light.“ 
After proceeding about twenty feet along a 
dark hallway, a door is suddenly opened and 
the visitor is usbered into aroom lighted by 
about ten gas jets. The windowsare all dark- 
ened by blinds on the inside to prevent the 
light from being seen from the outside. 
The furniture is of the commonest kind, 
consisting of about two dozen chairs, a desk 
and two tables. Around the walls are hung 
a few obscene pictures, impressing upon the 
minds of the visitors anything but religious 
sentiments. In one corner of the room were 
seated around an oblong table about a dozen 
men, the majority of wuom were over fifty 
years of age. Two ofthe company, however, 
could not possibly have been over twehty- 
two. 

On the table was a‘faro-box, chips, and the 
whole faro lay-out spread before them. When 
the reporter arrived, one of the young men, 
who, from his conversation, appeared to have 
just arrived from Sedalia, was deeply inter- 
ested in the game. He was playing five dol- 
lars on a card. He first bet upon the jack — 
and lost; then he placed his money on the 
ace and lost again; then upon sevens and 
lost. After losing forty-tive dollars without 
a word ofcomplaint escaping from his lips, 
be made a motion as if to rise. The dealer 
began to push the cards out of the box, ap - 
parently for bis own amusement. The ac- 
tion seemed to have an irresistible influence 
over the young manfrom Sedalia. An un- 
natura! glow spread over his whole face, and 
in the excitement of the moment he nervouslv 
loosened a ten-dollar gold-piece which 
he wore fastened to his watch chain, and 
which, judging from the reluctance with 
which he parted withit, must have beena 
keepsake from some friend. Slapping it 
down upon a king, he muttered between his 
closed teeth, **I will win back my money or 
sleep out this New Year’s night.’’ As usual, 
the young man lost: he arose from the 
table and muttered a horrible 
curse against tbe luck that would 
not enable him to win one dollar where he 
bad lost fifty. The dealer endeavored to 
conso le him by telling him it was lucky to 
lose on New Year’s night. He began to re- 
late astory ofayoung man with whom he 
was intimately acquainted, who on last New 
Year’s night lost bis all, with the exception 
ofa quarter. That quarter proved the foun- 
cation ofasnug forture. During the vear 
the young fellow had an extraor- 
dinary streak cf luck. Wherethe story would 
have ended, it is hard to say, for at that mo- 
ment the young mag from Sedalia mopped 
the flowing perspiration from his face, took 
his ulster on his arm and disappeared through 
the door, without money enough to procure 


a night’s lodging in a levee slam. The 
otber young man packed some 
of the cards pretty heavy 


and lost his littie all, which amounted to 
abont $30. The dealer said be must not be 
down upon bis luck; that it was true he was 
remarkably unfortunate in backing the 
wrong card of late, but thatthe tables must 
necessarily soon change, when he might win 
enough at one time to make up for all he had 
ever lost. It was evident from the 
look which the young man gave 
the dealer that he had just given expression 
to bis own thoughts. Ile left the table re- 
marking that be would try and hunt up a de- 
cent pawpshop that would advance a reason- 
able sum upon bis ‘‘sparklers’’ and might be 
back to try bis luck again. For some time 
the rest of the company, not too interested in 
the game, had been eyeing the reporter sus- 
piciously, so be took a favorable opportunity 
which then presented itself toslip out unno- 
ticed.

Ames', 
112 1-2 North Sixthstreet, is what is known 
among the gambling fraternity asa “square 
faro house.“ Tbe game is owned and ope 
erated by Jim Ames, one ef the old-timers, 
and attracts a good deal of patronage. The 
gambling rooms are located on the second 
floor, and are reached by a double 
flight of narrow stairs from a broad 


and well lighted entrance on Sixth street. 
To gain access to this place one must be 
known by the proprietor or doorkeeper or be 
introduced by some patron of the game. Cap- 
pers are not emploved by this establishment, 
as the trade is drawn principaliy from pro— 
fessional gamblers or business men who 
patronize it regularly. 

New Year’s night a representative of this 
paper stood in the well lighted entrance-way 
of Jim Ames’ place. A sbarp rap at the 
massive door leading to the rooms above 
brought a big black negro to the port hole. 
What you desiah, boss?!“ 

„Game running to-night?’’ 

es sah, boss.“ 

„ Biggerowd?“ 

‘Tolerable, sab.“ 

„Will you let me in!?“ 

Don't know you, bess.’’ 

Go up stairs and bring Jim down.“ 

A moment later Jim, bimself appeared 
andshowcd the reporter up-stairs. The 
rooms are situated on the second floor and 
consist of a large apartment extending 
through the entire lergth of the main build- 
ing, With a small room in the back building. 
The faro game is located nearthe front win- 
shaded with 


light green curtains and blinds. A heavy 
walnut side board stands in 
the rear end of the room, 


flanked by a small laurel wood table and a 
few mohogany chairs. A bright crate tire 
burns in one corner of the apartment while a 
handsomely polished stove warms the rear 
portion of the room. The ordinary run of 
gambling- house pictures rover the walls 
with the exception that few are obscene, 
while one or two of tbem ap- 
proach tbe religious order of engravings. 
The apartments are well lighted and beauti- 
fully carpeted, but outside of the glare and 
dazzle and excitement common to any gamb- 
ling house there is little to attract the eve. 
New Year’s night, when tbe reporter visited 
the place, about a dozen men were busily 
playing, most of them being professional 
zamblers, and not one of them being 
less than tbirty vears old. Two of the 
layers were old men, with white hair and 
beard men Peat spent a life-time in sia.

done in themgpost quiet manner, during the 
time the reporter was present not a word 
being spoken by any of the party.

ance. As the game progressedafew got 
broke and dropped out in much the same way 
that a man rises from the brealfast table aft- 
erahearty meal. There was no disturbance 
of any kind whatsoever, anda 1 — or 
lors was treated by all as an ordinary business 
trapeaction. 


The house of Jim Ames is es- 
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retreat and has slaways borre a good reputa- 
tion withthe police. There is no conceal- 
ment about the place, everything is open 
and above board, and an ordi stranger 
walking along the street in front of the bril- 
liantly@ lighted establishment would in- 
stantly recognize it as a gambling house. 


Godfrey’s. 

Next to Pate’s in importance comes the ke- 
no house run by Mr. Godfrey, on Third and 
Washington avenue. This is what is known 

as a ‘‘square’’ game too, and from the crowd 
that were presentit was very evident that 
Mr. Godfrey is reaping arich harvest from 
bis close attention to business, his en- 


ergy and enterprise. The entrance 
to this keno-house is free for all. All anyone 
has to dois to walkinto the parlor. The re- 
porter found a crowd standing abouta for- 
tunate gentlemon who had kenoed three 
times in succession* and was getting ready to 
bammer the table once more. A large stack 
of chips was onthetable about him, about 
‘$60 worth altogether, and he was evidentiy 
inthe eves of the habitues ‘‘a biger man 
than old Grant.“ 

„He is playing on a system, whispered 
a broken- down, decrepit young man, not 
more than twenty-five but with hair as gray 
as though he were sixty. lle is playing ona 
system. and be has bit it three times, he 
added breathlessly. I used to play on a sys- 
tem, too, but I didn’t have money enough to 
push it through.“ 

What is his system?“ 

6 don’t know what it is, but look at the re- 
sults: be wouldn’t bave got all that money to- 
gether if he was not.“ 

The man who was playing upon a system 
had four cards before him and six of the rows 
were within one of kenoing, when an obscure 
individual in the far correrof the room 
struck the table like a pile-driver and yelled 
‘*keno!’’?’ The man with a system ldoked 
round in a disgusted way, swept the buttons 
off his cards, gathered his chips together and 
started toward the cashier’s desk. 

„% What is your system?“ asked the scribe. 

„What system?“ he replicated. 

‘*A)l ofthese gentlemen have been admiring 
the deep occult science of your play, and I 
would like to know how you do it.“ 

**Humph, well, all of these gentleman can 
understand that I never playeda game of 
keno before in my life. I’m down here from 
Calloway On a spree, and I’m a-whooping 
up on bull luck. I’m 
to 20 somewhere and 
break a faro bank on my system, and then 
I’m going to bed. Good night.“ 

**] can show you a irst- class bank,” said 
a gummy-looking gentleman in the crowd. 

Nes. I bave no doubt you can,’’ said the 
green man fiom Calioway. I haven't no 
doubt about it at all. But. allthe same, no 
such a tulip as you are don’t rope mein no- 


wheres. I’m going to do my own steering 
and collect my own percentages. Good 
night.“ 


The green man then withdrew to cap him- 
self off into some private hell, andthe game 
wenton. The crowd was not more than forty 
or fifty, of whom about thirty-tive were play- 
ing. The men werethe same in class as those 
at Pate’s, the numbers only being less. Bank 
clerks, yonng collectors,everybody who ought 
to be at home, was there investing about 56 
an hour in a vain effort to get something for 
nothing. There were no boys present 
and evidently the game was run in a tolerably 
decent manner. Fifteen per cent is taken 
by the bank, and the pots were running 
about $15 when the reporter honored 
the house with his presence. Here, too, 
there are about twelve kenoes an hour, and 
the house is evidently making 5700 or 5800 a 
week on its percentages. 


— 


La Bonte's. 

In answer to the bell at 114 1-2 North sixth 
street a single eye appeared at an augur-hole 
half an inch in diameter in the center of the 
door, close to which the applicant for admis- 
sion stood. The bouse is G. La Bonte’s faro 
rooms, and the admission is always ieft to the 
darkey thattends the door. From his de- 
cision there is no appeal: so the reporter, in 


obedience to the porter’s command to“ stand 
Duck, took up his position about six feet 
fiom the aforesaid door and awaited inpec- 
tion. **You see, I've got to see who vou 
are before Jean let you in, see what you 
look like, size vou up, boss.“ As it was ev- 
ident that there was no deviation from this 
rule, and with a view to expediting matters, 
the reporter answered that he was five feet 
seven and one-fourth inches high, had a bald 
se on the top of his head where a brick had 
shaved off the hair, and proceeded to give 
many other particulars of his birth and 
bringing up. A little board slid down back 
ofthe small aperture, and the mighty black 
man was deliberating. The analysis 
that black man’s thoughts can- 
not be given .on account of the space 
it would require, but suflice it to say that that 
same eye that peered tbrough the whole was 
kept on the player until he left by the same 
door. He escorted the arrival toa costly- 
furnished room on the second floor. At one 
end of it the table and players were situated. 
With a nervous excitement all watched their 
bets, and the dealer paused as he drew each 
card from the box to give the faroists an op- 


portunity to change their bets. 
They changed and changed, but 
luck remained about the same 


and some continued to shove up their chips, 
which were raked in by the cool dealer. 
Once in a while some novice atthe game, who 
had two-bits up and had shifted them about 
several times, got mixed upand would at- 
tempttotake downa stack put up by some 
one else. This was soon stopped by tne deal- 
er, whose eye covered the board. Not 
yours, sir, next gentleman’s, sir,’’ and the 
mistake would be set aright. As the players 
made their lucky bets the banker handed them 
over the chips at his elbow with the same 
coolness that one would pass a thingata 
meal table to his neighbor. One young man, 
the side of whose face was badly distigured, 
during the da? played for half an hour ana 
lost steadily, but his fortune veered about, 
and in ten minutes more he left nearly #25 
abead. He was asked to hold out, but he 
said it was his rule and he would not break 
it, though he had chances of breaking the 
bank before midnight. To the reporter who 
accompanied bim he said he had no rule on 
the subject at all, but knew what tbe results 
of remaining would be. Very soon left the 
green table in the same condition he did. 


— — 


Gregory’s. 
One of the most noted keno establishments 
in town is the next door attachment of Frank 
Gregory’s saloon on Fourth street, between 
Market and Walnut streets. The substantiai 
old three-storied mansionin which keno now 
flourishes was at one time the residence of 
Gen. Harney and it was likewise occupied in 


years past by the Russell family. While the 
Southern Hotel was in full operation gambling 
houses gathered thickly around the yvreat 
caravansary and lights from the second floor 
windows of houses around the block revealed 
to a man of the town the character of the 
business going forward in those upper rooms 
late into the morning hours. Frank Gregory 
and Jobn Scott kept a handsomely appointed 
saloon on the Walnut street corner an — 
ory during the period of his sole ownership 
made several thousand dollars. Some 
time before the Southern calamity. the 
Winter Garden was opened by Gregory & 
Scott. It was designed for a tony resort, but 
it took only a short while to convince the 
proprietors thatthe place would never rise 
far above the level ofa beer saloon. Then 
the botel fire occurred and business left the 
entire neighborhood. Frank Gregory strug- 
gled on alone with the Winter Garden, hop- 
ing forthe revival of trade when the new 
Southern’s doors would be thrown 
open again, and meanwhile he 
resolved to make both ends meets by running 
keno inthe old mansion attiachedto the gar- 
den. The game is carried on up-stairs in 
the spacious apartments at one time the 
abode of wealth and refinement. The class 
of men who patronize Gregory’s it would be 


difticult to describe. They belong 
to every class, the printer, 
con me cial diummer, store clerk, 
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rofessional gamblers’ )

Tarrant & Foster. 

It was about half past ten o’clock at night 
when a reporter found himself on the corner 
of Sixth and Washington avenue seeking the 
faro-house of Tarrant & Foster. It was evi- 
dent ata glance thatthe only corner which 
the house could be on was the southwest one, 
and adoor was found at No. 604 leading 
up a pair of stairs toward another 


door in which the charicteristic eyehole at 
once assured the scribe that he was all right.

Timmings’. 

An old established faro house is that run 
by Timmings at 214'. North Sixth street, be- 
tween the District Telegraph oftice and the 
Olive street corner. Mr. Timmings was seen 
at the cigar store on the corner. 

„Auy game to- night?“ was the query. 

“Certainly, step up, you know zue way,“ 
replied the proprietor. The scribe did not 
know the way, but he soon found a 
darkey connected with the house who fol- 
lowed bim up the stairs, turned the lock and 
ushered himin. Timmings’ rooms, two in 
number, located on the second floor, are fitted 
up with some degree of comfort, carpets, 
easy chairs and other parlor furniture. Busi- 
ness appeared to be very dull here and the 
individual in charge of the table said that 
holidavs always interfered with it. They did 
not look for any visitors on New Year’s night. 
There were but two players inthe room, an 
impulsive enthusiast with a pocket well 
lined and an individual with one eye who ap- 
peared to be not so well fixed and who con- 
tinually spoke of his bad luck. In less than 
ten minutes the enthusiast blowed in five 
dollars. He took it philosophically, but con- 
cluced to draw the line right there and quit. 
Timmipngs’ place bas the reputation 
of running a square game. It 
is well patronized at ordinary times, and on 
Saturday anc Sunday nights the rooms are 
always well filled with young men. The 
railroad eflicials, store clerks and men of 
that character goto Timmings’. But one of 
itsregular patrons visited the house last 
evening while the reporter remained there, 
ayoung man connected with a wholesale 
house who boards at the Lindell. He 
had been giving an old-fashioned 
baptism to the New Year, and was consider- 
ably under the weather, in fact, in no condition 
to play.

Wider’s. 

There are many brace faro games in St. 
Louis, but none is probably better known to 
the police and sporting men generally than 
Hank Wider’s particular brace house at No. 9 
S. Fifth street. The rooms are over Staeh- 
lin’s saloon on the corner of the alley 
that borders the Westliche Post building, 
and are reached by way of a dingy and 


badly lighted hall-way and steep and narrow 
stairs, which are so constructed that retreat 
or access to the game could easily be cut off 
at a moment’s notice. The rooms are fur- 
nished in cheap and glazzling style, and the 
faro outfit is of the most inexpensive charac- 
ter. Cappers, iopers and steerers 

are run by this establishment 
in large numbers, who are emploved by the 
proprietor and work on commission. They 
are usually pretty slick fellows, dress well, 
talk well and know everybody that comes in- 
to town as well as everybody that !ives in the 
city. Their tactics are very sbrewd, and few 
strangers who get into their clutches escape 
without losing at least a portion of their good 
mouev. Hank's house is known all 
over the country. as many victims will testify. 
One of the peculiar phases of this establish- 
mentisthatifa man gets into a game he 
must stick until be is broke. Ifhe has any 
money he is never allowed to leave until it is 
inthe bank. This house has men out in the 
country working up cases and keeping the 
establisbment posted as to the movements of 
suckers Who visit the city. Hank has got 
into a great deal oftrouble with the police 
during bis career in St. Louis, and many are 
the complaints made by strangers who have 
been robbed at his den. 


Jones’. 
At No. 1151-2 North Sixth street, just 
south of Dozier, Weyl & Co.’s bakery, is a 
cigar store with a front of about six feet and 
a depth of about the same extent. To the 
north of the sbow cases is a narrow stair, 
and after a short parley downstairs a report- 
er found himself on the way to heaven, in- 
as much as he was going up, and Jones’ faro 
room was a way station.

This house has avery bad 
name, and is frequented by what looks to be 
avery hard crowd. Ten cents a card is 
charged, and the pots averaged fifteen do!- 
lars. There were between sixty and seventy 
men and boys hard at work blowing in their 
salary, and considering the rate at which the 
money was disappearing, they had reason to 
be perfectly satisfied. 


Tom Kelly’s. — 

Tom Kelly runsa ten-cent keno game at 
his saloon on Stxth, between Chestnut and 
Market, which, at the time ofthe reporter’s 
visit, was crowded with fifty or sixty players. 
At Kelly’s all the men look like iron workers 
or foundry hands, while the boys have the 
bard look of what is known asthe O’Fallon 
street gang.

For an out and out brace game in which 
the pigeon is utterly and thoroughly plucked, 
the people who know say that John Bensley’s 
takes the cake.

The reporter found 
the place doing a pretty tolerable business, 
but business was not what could be termed 
lively. Suckers and greenhorns are those 
who are generally roped in, and the police 


know Block and his establishment very in- 
timately.

The election for President and officers 
of the Merchants’ Exchange, which oc- 
curs on Wednesday next, is a more than 
usually important one. For the past ten 
years, even to the casual observer, it has 
been evident that the movement of the 
Exchange has not been in the right 
direction. The organization,which should 
be one of the most powerful commercial 
bodies in the country, whose voice should 
be heard upon great questions of 
trade, and whose wisdoin should 
yearly accumulate business for St. Louis 
contents itself with being more and more a 
social body, a distinctly home concern, 
whose chief function is the amusement of 
the town. Every one admits that the Ex- 
change has not been instituted solely for 
buying and selling. The merchants, taken 
as a whole, represent the enormous capital 
and the tremendous resources of this city, 
and the Exchange is the instrument by 
which they should make their power felt 
for the good of the whole people. Others 
have an interest in the Exchange beside 
the members. Others are affected by what 
it does and by what it un- 
done. The question of its administration 
is a public one, and a wise choice may do 
the city a great deal of very practical good. 
The social direction in which the Exchange 
is growing is not in itself a bad one. The 
Veiled Prophets’ festivities, the many very 
pleasant occasions upon which the 
change dispenses the hospitalities of St. 
Louis, are to be encouraged by every one 
that has the good of the town at heart. 
But, while these are to be approved, it 
must not be forgotten that there is more 
real work for the Exchange to do. The 
Mississippi River improvement, tne gath- 
ering in of the trade of the great regions 
West and South, the proper development 
of our transportation systems—all of these 
are the vital problems to which the Ex- 
change should address itself. Taking this 
large view of the duties of the body, 
each member should ask himself whether 
a healthy conservatism, which will put the 
Exchange back upon the good old road it 
was traveling ten years ago, should be en- 
couraged, or the meretricious liberalism 
that finds expression in promenade con- 
certs and masquerade tomfoolery. The 
coming election is apt to be a lively one. 
The regular ticketis headed by a gentle- 
man of great personal popularity and 
backed bya clique which has again and 
again demonstrated its ability to run the 
Exchange. ‘The opposition to this clique 
is certainly the most influential and im- 
portant part of the body—making up in 
quality what it lacks in quantity. Unfor- 
tunately quantity is what is needed at the 
polls. The two parties, however, will 
leave no stone unturned to secure the di- 
rection of the Exchange, and it only re- 
mains to be seen whether the opposition, 
with its excellent conservative platform, 
will be able to outvote the regular nom- 


inees.

SCHURZ AND THE SIOUX. 


A Most Wonderful Display of Lin- 
c Powers. 
Washington Cor.of New York Sun. 


Mr. Schurz lost his temper yesterday. He 
told the Sioux braves that their demand for 
$7,000,000 for giving a right of way across 
their lands to some railroad companies was 
ridiculous and absurd. It was his manner 
rather than his words that’betrayed his loss 
oftemper. Mr. Schurz has seen a good deal 
of the Indians this week. They have filed 
solemnly into his office morning after morn- 
ing, with all their remarkable toggery, and 
listened patiently and gravely to the White 
Father, as they call him. The first reception 
that he gave last Monday was formal,and Mr. 
Schurz meant to have it impressive. It 
seemed to impress the braves so much that

seemed bored. is assistants and clerks 
have been almost driven crazy withthe wallo- 
willo-wallo of the Poncas, and uggery, og- 
gery-agg-i-tu of the Sioux. Mr. Schurz gets 
alongfar better with these gutturals and 
labials than he does with the Indian question. 
He has got himself between two fires, and it 
makes him nervous. : 

The change inthe Secretary’s deportment 
of Monday to that of yesterday was notice- 
able. When Mr. Schurz on Monday stood up 
and returned the dignified salutation of Rat- 
tling Rib, whose cheek bones are more prom- 
inent than Mr. Schurz’s, the dignified form- 
ality caused the spectators to overlook Rat- 
tling Rib’s raiment. A single turkey quill 
protruded from his hair, like the penholder 
that rested on Mr. Schurz's ear and had been 
thence thrust through his auburn locks, 


Antelope, was dignified even ina buffalo robe, 
war paint, and cowbide boots. Two ot the 
Poncas, Standing Buffalo and Red Leaf, ap- 
peared iu trousers so like thos® Mr. Schurz 
had on, in lightness of color and 
smallness of cut, as to attract attention. 

It was a rather picturesque sight after 
these Ponca chiefs had gathered around Mr. 
Schurz. The swarthy features, dark eyes 
and coal black hair of Red Leaf were so near 
Mr. Schurz’s face that the contrast was strik- 
ing. Thus the White Father sat surrounded 
by these tawny sons of the forest. The inter- 
view was altogether satisfactory. Red Leaf 
grunted, and Standing Buffalo ugged. Mr. 
Schurz regarded the conduct of these Poncas 
as suflicient indication of the charges from 
Boston and elsewhere that he had wronged 
them. They said they were satisfied, and 
tbey agreed to take 900. 000 in money and 100, 
000 acres of land inthe Indian Territory for 
90, 000 acres in Dakota, whence Mr. Schurz 
had removed them. 

Having diplomatically arranged with the 
Poncas, Mr. Schurz next day turned his at- 
tention tothe Sioux. His meeting was not 
so picturesque as it had been the day before. 
Mr. Schurz was surrounded as he sat in his 
heavy oaken chair by bald and dignitied-look- 
ing gentlemen. They were railroad lawyers 
and claim agents. The Sioux filed in like 
men going to an execution. They seemed 
fierce. Their eyes glittered, and they did 
not smile.‘ Some sat wrapped in buffalo 
robes, and smeared with paint. Others stood 
majestically with folded arms. Their rai- 
ment was no more consistent than was that 
of the Poncas. Their proposition was as 
brief and colossal. They wanted seven mil- 
lion dollars from the railroad companies that 
propose to cross their lands.
